The combination as claimed wherein a method and system for determining the 
roughness of a rolling surface of a tyre comprising frequency filtering of the first signal 
for extracting a second signal representative of motion components of said at least one 
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point due to tlie deformations undergone by the tyre during tlie rolling (claims 52, 71 , 
97) is not disclosed, suggested, or made obvious by the prior art of record.
